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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The closest prior art is considered to be Sezi et al. (US 2004/0082756). Sezi et al. teaches 
polymeric dielectric materials and teaches a compound in paragraph 74 that is a diphenyl 
anthracence compound with NH 2 and OH substituents. Sezi et al. fails to disclose or render 
obvious, either alone or in combination with other art, the synthesis of a 9, 10 diphenyl 
anthracene compound wherein the very specific groups are substituted at the 2 and 5 positions as 
required by claim 1. Accordingly, claims 1-10 are allowed.
